PARIS, Oct. 18.—Coincidentally with 
the. success of the. French policy. of 
friendship toward Turkey, there was 
laid today in Paris the foundation storie 
of the first Moslem mosque to be built 
in. France. The scheme for. ‘its . erec- 
tion was projected and had govern- 
mental. approval some time back, and 
_ today, ‘in the presence of representatives 
of ‘Angora;~. Constantinople, Morocco,

The.Facta Cabinet in Italy seemed 
not long ago getting ready to resign 
whenever Professor MUSSOLINI and his 
Fascisti give the word.

I To the Editor of The Néw York Times: 

I saw in today’s issue of Tum Nzew 
York Times in thé memoirs of ex- 
Kaiser Wilhelm that.amdng the proofs 
an attack on Germany he mentions un- 
der No. 6 the former Serbian Chargé 
d’Affaires, ‘Mr. Bogitshevich; and his 
book, ‘‘ Causes of the War.”. It would 
be perhaps interesting that the réad- 
ers of these memoirs should be better 
acquainted with, the ‘person of Mr. 
Bogitshevich, peony eer: Wilhelm 
takes.as a’ witness. 

Mr. -Bogitshevich was -till aetive of 
the war Chargé d’Affairés of the Serbian 
Legation in Berlin and when war was 
declared he left for°Sérbia and was 
afterward appointed - diplomatic’ agent 
in Cairo, Egypt, from where he asked 
leave for Switzerland, which was re- 
fused to him on account of the war and 
a necessity that all functionaries should 
be at their post. He left his post with- 
out permission and went to Switzerland, 
from where he traveled*to Berlin in 1915. 
When the Serbian Government heard 
about -his going to Berlin during the 
war, it dismissed. him. 

Mr. Bogitshevich wrote a book quoted 
by ex-Kaiser Wilhelm,’ “‘Causes of the 
War.”’ Not only this book but all work 
and dealings of Mr. Bogitshevich have 
been condemned by thy:Serbian Govern- 
ment and Serbian® public opinion, 
and I dare say we. considered ‘Mr. Bo- 
gitshevich to be a. traitor... He was 
educated in Germany, was throughout a 
pro-German, but he did not confine his 
feelings to sympathies to Gerniiny; he 
thought it worth while fo put himself at 
the service of the German Government 
and to play an unsuctessful' role of a 
Serbian Bolo Pasha. If all the wit- 
nessés which the ex-Kaiser quotes in his 
memoirs are-of the kind of Mr. Bo-

Therefore, after careful | re- 
flection on my I gave the decisive 
importance that was their due to the 
above-mentioned weighty considerations 
of personal and national dignity and 
honor, and rejected the idea of giving 
myself up. It was not. for me to play 
the ‘role of Vercingetorix, who, as is 
well known, relying upon the mag- 
nanimity of his foes, surrendered him- 
self to them in order to obtain a better 
fate for his people. In -view of the 
conduct of our enemies during the ‘war 
and in the peace negotiations, it was 
surely not to be assumed that the En- 
tente would show. any greater mag- 
nanimity than did Caesar when he 
threw. the noblé. Gaul into chains, sub- 
sequently ‘had him executed, and, in 
spite of what Vercingetorix had .done, 
enslaved. his péople just the same. 

I wish to remark in a general way 
that it has always proved .wrong to fol- 
low the suggestions of the enemy or to 
heed them to any extent. The well- 
meant suggestions regarding my.giving 
myself up, emanating. from Germans, 
also grew from thé soil of the enemy 
demands, though perhaps partly un- 
known to those making them. For 
that very reason it was pecessary £0 Te 
fuse to heed them, ° 

Thus the only solution. remaining is an 
international, non-partigan court, which, 
instead of trying individuals, shall ex- 
amine and pronounce judgment upon all 
the happenings leading to the ‘World 
War, in all*the countries taking part 
therein, after all the national archives, 
not_merely those of Germany, have been 
opened up. Germany can well agree to 
this mode of: procedure. Whosoever 
opposes it pronounces eee upon 
himself !

othér offenses against international law, 
in order thereafter to _measure-correct- 
ly the guilt of individuals implicated 
in every one of the nations. participat- 
ing in the war.

This method of procedure on the part 
of the enemy alliance. in itself, com- 
bined with overwhelming damaging evi- 
dence coming to hand, shows where the 
‘““war guilt’’ is really to be sought!

-Not even to a neutral court, no mat- 
ter, how constituted, will he-.surrender 
himself for trial, as he says in the let- 
ter to Hindenburg: . ‘“I do not recog= 
nize the validity of any sentence pro- 
nounced -by any mortal judge whatso- 
ever, be he never so exalted in rank,

My idea.'was that each of the great 
powers should appoint an equal number 
of judges, America, England, Russia, 
and so forth, and we should” be the 
prosecutors. But the English and Rus- 
sians would, of course, not agree to it, 
so that the court might after all be 
composed of the two nations that have 
suffered most from the war, that is to 
say, of Frenchmen and Germans.”’
